DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to the process of making an electrode coil, classified in class 
445, subclass 46. 

II. Claims 11-15, drawn to an electrode coil for a HID lamp, classified in class 313, 
subclass 331. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions group I and group II are related as product made and process of making. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the 
instant case the electrode coil can be wrapped around the primary tungsten core directly, 
avoiding the steps of wrapping around a mandrel, then removing the mandrel, and replacing the 
mandrel with the primary tungsten core. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

During a telephone conversation with Robert Clark on 4/15/03 a provisional election was 
made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group II, claims 11-15. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-10 are withdrawn 
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from farther consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese patent 
JP 79001 HOB. 

Regarding claim 1, Fig. 2 of the reference discloses an electrode coil for a HID lamp, 
comprising a first coil 6 on a tungsten core 5. The first coil comprises a first wire wrapped in a 
first direction with each turn of said first wire touching another turn of the first wire. The first 
coil has an exterior surface with a helical groove therein. The free end of the tungsten core 5 is 
adjacent to but spaced from the corresponding end of the first coil 6. A second coil 7 comprises 
a second wore wrapped in the first direction directly on the first wire within the helical groove. 
A first turn of the second wire touches a first turn of the first wire and a last turn of the second 
wire touches the last turn of the first wire. 

Regarding claim 12, Fig. 2 shows the second wire 7 being the same length as the helical 
groove and being entirely within the helical groove. 

Regarding claim 13, Fig. 2 shows the first wire 6 fixed to the core 5 and the second wire 
7 fixed to the first wire 6. 
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Regarding claim 14, Fig. 2 shows each turn of the second wire 7 touching another turn of 
the second wire 7. 

Regarding claim 15, Fig. 2 shows the first and second tungsten wires having the same 
diameter.
